mouth of the mine when the bodies
were brought out was extramely sad.
But the sadness was mixed with joy
overthe escaps of the more [ortunate
workmen who were in the mina when
the explosion oceurrad. All the in-
jured will recovar.

‘The Monongah Coal and Coke Com-
pany realized one of the dreams of Sen-
ator Camnden, who had long aporeciated
the value of the rich coal field which
lies batween Fairmont and Clarksburg.
Il socared alarge hodv of these lands,
and in October, 1853, the company was
formed .and about 13,000 acres trans-
Inrredd to it.  Amsocimted with Senator
Camden in this onlarpriee were Senator
tiorman, of Maryland; James Bloan,
Jr.. of Baltimore; O, K. Lord, third vice
president of tho DBaltimore & Ohlo
ltalread Company; E. w.

Huge
piacos of wood wore thrown into the
vay, a distanco of hall a mile, and nitro
elycerine tanks wore hurled a distanes
of five hundred yarde. llands, legs and
other parta of the wutilated remains of
the dend were seattored along the road
for a mile,

The nitro-glycerine house first want
up, when the mizing store house and
gun cotton followed. The altro-glycer-
iue house, of which not a vestige now
romaing, was a threc-story [rame struc.
ture, 1,200 by 60 feot. It contuined
§5,00 pounds of glycerine and 2,000
pounds of hercales powdsr. A remark’
able featurs of the explosion is that al.
thongh the store houso containing 1,000
pounds of hercules powder is complote-
Iy wrocked, ite contents are intact. In
all, 10,000 ponnde of explosive, was sent
up with a roar ahd a sheot of lame, The
fatalities araas followa:

Prrrsaunait, Pa, May 21,—The “storut
centre” nt New York mado Llsolf folt in
the atmosphers of the I'roshyteriin
Genoral Assambly at DPitlabarch again
to-day, Tho winds of debain had only
just cleared tho ocelosinstical sky of the
clond of nssombly control of sominarios
when another cloud from New York
looted up ineight, Dutit was only a
panging thunder hend and was dissl-
pated with only three pufls of wind, one
of which was furnisbied by Elder Sterry
himaell, neting as the monoth-picco of
members of the New York I'resbylery's
delogation. The question Lo the fore
wid the re-oloction of cortain men who
are connected with Union sominary to
the position of membars of the board of
homo missions. Apparently there was
conniderable apposition, but it fatled to
develop enouih courago to stand up and
bio counted,

Avother matter which promised to
bring out opposition was tho erection of
abuilding forthe use of the mission
bosrds in New York at a cost of one
and three quarter million dollars. ot
even the opposition of Elder MeDougall,
of Cincinnati, failed to make itsell
otloctive. In other words, the assembly,
whilo overwhelmingly conservative, has
refused to make iwell the teol of con-
servative extromists.

The chair was oecupied by Genoral
Deaver, the vice moderaior. Dr, Georgo
Norcross, of Carlisle, I'n, presented the
subject of home mimions, which wag
the tirat rogular order tobe reactied by
the sasembly on account of the long de-
la cansnd by tho weminary question,
Tle report showed that in the quarter
coutury since the reunion of the two
branchos of the chureh the annual re-
coipts had grown from $152,430 to the
sam of 3934,520, and the misionaries
from 1,232 to 1,73l. Among the inter-
esting recommendations wns oooe con-
tinging De, ‘Lhomas 8. Hastings, prosi-
dent ol the facalty, and John Croshy
Brown, viee preautent of the board of
directora of Union Seminary, as mem-
bers of the home miesion board.

A motion to refer the nominations
back, so that the New York Presbytary
might be heard, on the subject, was
temporarily laid on tie table.

The work of the board of ralief for dis-
abled ministers was presented by Dr,
Jeagn F, Farbos, of New York. The re.
ceipts of the board lnst yenr amounted
to $176,000 and the sxpenditures to
178,000, which had been distributed to
783 porsons, of whom 310 were ministors
amd 419 widown of ministera. The aver-
wge appropriation was about two hun-
dred dollars, and in ne case did it ex-
ceod thres handred dollars,

Dr, John L Blackburg, of Covingten,
Ky., prosented n report on the work of
migsiong to tho frosdmen of the sculh,
lle said that the receipta amounted to
over 175,000 awd tho exponses to near-
Iy 164,000, and that the debt of the
board had been raduced by over $4,000,
being now over $22,000.

JAPAN'S SELUTLEMENT
OF the Exstorn Questiou Avertol]l Anolhar
War—low It was Made.
Torio, May 10, via Vietorin, B, C,,
May 2L~—Ilistory haa moved with ox-
traordinary rapidity duaring the past

two woeke. Tho nowly established
peace  has  been  endangered and
tho complications of greater magai-

tude than any produced by the contest
betwesn China nnd Jupan have threat-
ened to involveat least thres Enropean
powers in o dedperate stroggle for
supremacy in Eastorn Asia,

Mueh remains to be adjusted by Lhe
diplomatic agencies, nnd grave domes
tic dissunsions in Japan are more than
possible, but no resort to arme s antici-
pated in any quarter,

As soon ns the government was in-
formed of tha detormination of Hussia,
Germany and France to torbid acquisi-
tion of tarritory by the Japaneso on the
continent, @ majority of the cabinet
ministera assembled at Kioto.

Almost Irom the beginning the em-
perar's advisers were in favor of sub-
wmitting, with the aolitary excaption of
Visconnt Mussw. The ~popular ex-
peciation that the government would
mnintain & courageous front as long as
defiance was possible was strengthened
May I, when it waa learned that China
had msked that the date for exhaoging
rutifications shoold be deferred ten
days, and nad been sharply refused,

A decres ol tho war department, the
éame day, summoned all reserves for
actual service and ordered reinforce-
ment of the garrisons in Vezo.

Ua May 4 came intelligonce that an
offar nad beon made by Count Ito to re-
linquish the whole of Manochuria, except
the southera part of the Linotung pen-
insula, upon which Talien and Port
Arthuar are situated.

Manchuria, withont fortresses, was
not enough to satisfy Hussia and her
allies. Pownarful strongholds also most
be includad, and on May 6, two days be-
foro an answer could ba extorted on
nuy pretense, it was announced to the
official circle that the whole would be
abundonad.

The queation of ratifieation
recarded with comparatively slight
interest, although it was clear
that. o renewal of  hostilities
was probable, if not  cortain,
in caso the exchango was delayed,

Then followed the concessiona as
heretofore relatod. This end is accom-
plished, but Count Ito is balieved to
have little cause to congratulate him-
seli. The miniatry of which Count Ito
is the head can never stand agninst the
rage of the eutire community,

Fer the Cuban Iebels Fought in the East
Yeostarday.

Havaxa, May “L—An engagoment
disastrousto tho rebels was fought to-
day in earlern Cuba in which Josie
Marti, who was proclaimod prasident
of the revelutionary party, was kilted
and his dead body vositivaly identitiod.
Colonel Salcedo received positive infor-
mation that 4 baod of insurgents under
the commnand of the well known lend-
erg, Joze Marti, Maximo Gomez, Masso
and Barrero, had taken up a line of
march to pass the river Nueto, thence
to procead fn the direetion of Victoria
do las Tanas, with the desien of march-
ing upon Puerto Urincipe.  Colonel
Saleedo despatched a detachment of his
troopa to march in pursnit of the rebels,
and Colonel sandoval found the snemy
ancamped at a point betwoen Dijas and
Boen de Dosrios on tho right sida of the
Contramnestre river, near the Canto
river, The strip of land between the
two rivera is high, making a strong po-
sition. ;

Novercheless Colonel Sandoval attack-
ad tha camp and found his (roops
harassed by n seattoring fire of single
shots from covert. The fight lnsled an
hour in this wannoer, at the end of
which time the Spunish troops ad vancad
and took the enamy’s position and com-
pellivg the rebsls to ly in diferent di-
reclions, The Spanish troops” hotly
pursped and eama upon the body of
Joso Marti, which was later positively
identifiod.

Of tho rebols twonty were killed and
many of thoir number wounded whon
thoy took light, The Spaniards found
some correspondence of the rabal lead-
ers, among which are importantpanors.
The bonty of the camp, arms and horses
of the insurgonts wers also taken,
